2. I received a BS degree in Mechanical Engineering from University of Kansas 
in 1956, an MS degree in Engineering in 1959 and a PhD in Engineering Mechanics in 1968, 
both from the University of Michigan. 

3. I have been teaching at the university level for 35 years including 16 years at 
the University of Utah and for the past 19 years at California Polytechnic State University in 
San Luis Obispo, California. 

4. I believe based on my education and experience that I am a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to which the subject application relates. 

5. I understand the subject application claims priority benefits under Title 35, 

U.S. Code §1 19 to PCT/DE99/03389 filed October 21, 1999, published as WIPO Publication 
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No. WO 00/25414 on May 4, 2000, which claims the priority benefits to German Patent 
Application DE 198 48 852.1, filed October 22, 1998, now granted as Patent No. DE 
19848852.1 (EP Patent No. EP 1123578, and AU1 548600) on July 29, 1999. 

6. To obtain a background on the subject application, I read the translation of 
PCT/DE99/03389 filed October 21, 1999, published as WO Publication No. WO 00/25414 
and at least portions of the Amendment Under 37 C.F.R. 1 . 1 1 1 file on 10 April 2003 as 
reported in the Office Action dated July 24, 2003 in connection with the parent application, 
Serial No. 09/830,017. 

7. I conclude that the translation and the portions of the Amendment referred to 
under the above paragraph 6 that I read provide me the essential features of the claimed 
invention to enable me to build the claimed invention and that the translation teaches a useful 
process. 

8. After I came to the conclusion set forth in the above paragraph 7, 1 read the 
subject application and find that the subject application is fully supported by the translation 
referred to under the above paragraph 6.
